R. Ray McLaughlin Claims 
Farmer Poorest Paid of 
Any Group 


“Farming is the bij i industry 
in the world and far more people 
depend for their very existence on 
the products of the farm than real- 
ize itv’ R. Ray McLaughlin said in 
opening his address on “Some As- 
pects of the Farm" at the luncheon 
meeting of the Rotary Club on 
Monday. 

Mr. McLaughlin said he had 
great respect for anyone who was 
aiding in the wab effort and en- 
gaged in war work. Recently he re- 
celved a folder telling what various 
pieces of armament cost but there 
Was no information as to what it 
cost to feed the armed forces. Both 
the Allies and thelr enemies could 
carry on the war for a long time 
even if they exhausted material 
after material and then came hand- 
to-hand fighting, but if food should 
suddenly fail the war would be 
over in a short time, 

Tt is unfortunate that the people 
Who supply this vital necessity to 
Keep the people of the world alive 
should be the poorest pafd’ group 
of any who are alding in the war 
effort, Mr. McLaughlin sald. People 
in the clty/say ‘look what the gov- 
ernment does for the farmer and 
we have to pay taxes to raise that 
money.’ But the government finds 
new ways to produce more at less 
cost and your taxes are not so great, 
Mr McLaughlin pointed out.

“The slaughter on the highways 
with the development of the motor 
car and of good roads has become 
appalling," His Lordship declared 
in his address to the grand jury on 
Monday afternoon. ‘Something 
must ba done to stop it,” he added. 
His Lordship sald that the duty 
of the grand jury was not to try 
these men but to consider whether 
the Crown had enough evidence to 
warrant a trisl going on, if 50, 
Justice McFarlane explained that it 
was thelr duty to return a true bill 
In his preliminary remarks to the 
jurors, His Lordship outlined the 
first steps In the development of the 
jury system in early British history 
‘The jury system is of particular 
importance at the present,’ he de- 
| clared, after noting that it was the 
{basis of British justice. He said that 
it stood for the very things we are 
fighting for and was the very anti- 
thesis of what we are fighting. 
Such a condition as was being ex- 
perlenced in the court room at tha 
moment, he pointed out, could 
never be seen in the countries of 
the enemy

Greatest Farm Machine 

Speaking of farm machinery Mr 
McLaughlin said there was one 
machine that too few people knew 
much about—the cow. If you can 
visualize what a Holstein cow pro- 
duces in a year the best way is to 
imagine a parade with the following 
in it: elght tonks each holding 1000 
gallons, five trucks with a ton of 
Brain on each, five trucks with a 
ton of corn ensilage on each, two 
tricks with two tons of loose hay 
on each, a truck with a 1550 pound 
cow on it, four truck loads of B- 
galion milk cans, a truck with but- 
ter boxes and perhaps a few trucks 
with manure, and there you haye 
the complete picture of the greatest 
farm machine and what it can pro- 
duce, 

A cow with the highest milk re- 
cord for one year, 33,000 pounds of 
milk, pro#iluces enough milk to sup- 
ply the city of Oshawa for one 
day, Mr. McLaughlin said 

Speaking of the value of butter 
{at content in milk, Mr. McLaugh- 
Vin sald it was rather an elusive 
thing although the producer 4s paid 
according to the percentage in the 
milk sold. The average butter fat 
content Js 3.05 per cent, water 874 
per cent, with sollds and minerals 
up to ® per cent. But the real value 
in jnilk is in the solids. Various 
tests aye been made and it has 
been found that = child should have 
a pint a day ms a minimum to sup- 
ply calcium, phosphorus, lime, etc, 
needed for natural growth. 

Analysis of Milk 

Th 28,000 pounds of milk an anal- 
ysis shows an average of 12 tons 
of water, 20 pounds of albumen, 25 
pountis of phosphorus, 33% pounds 
of calclim, 39 poids of potash, 
6 pounds of casein, 900 to 1200 
pounds of fat, 1125 to 1500 pounds 
of butter and traces of other mine- 
vals and ingredients. Mr. McLaugh- 
Un pointed out that as the butter 
fat content increases the other in- 


gredients decrease, and really is 
mot so valuable for human con- 
sumption.

ed the vanishing point fn 1939, 
Since that time three years ago no 
deaths have occurred hers through 
Diphtheria 

The same history holds true for 
Scarlet Fever in a general way over 
the sams perlod in Oshawa, al- 
though Scarlet Fever cases per 1000 
of population rose Higher than 
Diphtheria during certain years. 
After immunization treatment, a 
child is not likely to contract Scar- 
Jet Fever for three or four years, 
when it is well to apply a test to 
ascertain whether the treatment ts 
Wearing off. Toxoid treatment for 
Diphtheria usually renders a child 
immune to this diseas= for 10 years.
